i This Agency recognizes the challenge of conserving 
energy and has established an Energy Conservation Committee to 
direct and monitor Agency efforts. Full consideration of energy 
efficiency is incorporated in the development of new require- 
ments and is considered again as part of the acquisition process. 
The Policy Letter Number 76-1 has been given wide distribution 
within the Agency, and we have kept abreast with the latest 
techniques in energy-savings prectices, standards, and tech- 
nology to insure opportunities ere identified early in the 
acquisition cycle. 


nae We have been successful in replacing older fasoline- 
powered trucks that meet replacement standards with nore efficient 
diesel-powered trucks. In addition, we have recently purchased 
energy-savings devices such as air deflectors and fan clutches 
for our vehicles and have substituted sasohol whenever possible 
in gasoline-powered vehicles, Efforts are currently underway te 
purchase and install a small boiler in the power plant. The 
smaller unit will allow for maximum éfficiency when the steam 
loads are too light for the large boilers. Agency architects 
and engineers have recently been successful in influencing th: 
design of a new leased facility and, as a result, a number of 
innovative energy conservation measures will be incorporated in 
the construction.
